The others in the 
first group are the administration 
building, the cafeteria, the two- 
unit science building, the shops, 
and the library. 

Half of the 54 acre orange 
grove on the site of the new cam- 
pus will be cleared to make way 
for necessary utilities.

Etiquette Rules

When his work for 
this company was finished, he was 
engaged by the Kohlenberger En- 
gineering Corporation of Fullerton 
where he remained as_ personnel 
manager until joining the junior 
college faculty this year.

The one thing that must prevail 
in the Don-Hornet fray in order 
to taste the spoils of victory is the 
undenied spirit to win. The under- 
dog and little brother spirit is al- 
ways a contributing factor to win- 
ning a game. First the game must 
be won mentally and then phy- 
sically proved on the turf. 

Asking your railbird which of 
the teams is the underdog, he 
finds himself pondering the ques- 
tion deep into the night and burn- 
ing the mid-night oil. When the 
dawn filtered through the window, 
and the floor strewn with statis- 
tics, notes, and _ scientific game 
predicting instruments your rail- 
bird comes up with this, Santa 
Ana is the underdog, but Fuller- 
ton will be beaten by 7 points.

What does this mean? Only this, 
that if the Chaffey stratesphere 
striking machine was held to a 
tie by the Fullerton Yellowjackets 
to a full 28 yard gain until the 
fourth quarter, how will the locals 
fare on paper against the cross- 
county foes.
